Verdict Gladys Knowles 
Is Accidental Death 

“We find that Gladys Knowles 
came to her death at about 8.39 p. 
m. on May 2(5, at Lundbreck Falls 
by drowning, caused by a car in 
which she was a passenger, driven 
by.Geoffrey Knowles, failing to 
make the turn, accidentally slip 
ping over the cliff into the Old 
Man River. We do not find any 
contributory negligence on the part 
of the driver. y 

“We strongly recommend that a 
protective fence he constructed on 
both sides of the river between the 
bridge and the falls.” 

The first witness called was H. 
Snowdon, on identification of the 
body of Gladys Knowles. 

Dr. Rose, of Hillcresl, gave evi¬ 
dence to the effect that he was call 
ed to the falls about 9 p.m. May 
The body had been taken 
from the river, and artificial respi 
ration had been tried by E. Hill of 
Coleman, without result. He stated 
that she waB dead on his arrival, 
bolh bones of the right arm were 
broken, and the cause of death was 
drowning. 

John Griffiths, miner, of Hill- 
crest, stated that he and a lad) 
friend saw the car drive up and 
stop very close to the edge of the 
canyon, After two or three n 
utes two attempts were made to 
back the car from the edge, and 
then it went forward, but in at¬ 
tempting to make a left turn, the 
car slid ojjer the cliff into the river 
He secured help fram passing can¬ 
to rescue the survivors. 

Sergt. Jones, A.P.P., had pre¬ 
pared a sketch oh the place where 
the accident occurred, and explain 
ed, from rreasuremeets taken, how 
the car had gone over the brink of 
the canyon, the skid marks of tile 
tires being denoted on the plan 
Lynnie Parsons, of Frank, aged 
18 years, in giving evidence, said! 
that the four young people started j 
from Coleman in a Ford open car 
borrowed by Tony Nicholas. He 
drove to Bellevue, with Gladys be¬ 
side him, at which place they 
all changed seats, Jeff and herself- 
taking the front. They drove to 
Cowley, then came back to the 
falls She did not remember any¬ 
thing after the car took the plunge 
till she found herself in the water, 
-from which she was taken by Jeff. 

James Koury, miner, of Cole- 
from whom the car was borrowed 
stated it was a Ford 1927 model 
It had recently had new brake lin¬ 
ings put in and he had used it on 
the Sunday forenoon, when it was 
in good working order. 

Geoffrey Knowles, the last wit¬ 
ness called, was given the protect¬ 
ion of the Canada Evidence Act. 
His evidence corresponded with 
that of the previous witnesses, As 
the car began to slide towards the 
edge of the canyon, he applied the 
foot brake, but the car slid over the 
cliff. On coming to the surface of 
the water he thought he saw Tony 
stand up and brush the hair from 
his eyes He saw his sister’s head 
bob up, and pulled her from the 
water, but there not a sign of life. 
The depth was 4^ to 5 feet, and a 
very swift current. He did not 
think they were in any dangei 
when they stopped at the falls.
